Barrett said with more 
than 100.000 people out of 
work and winter coming on 

• quickly. B.C. was “facing a 
horror story thi.s winter" un¬ 
less the government acted 
quickly. 

The NDP leader said the 
economic crisis was the most 
serious in at least five years 
and that conditions would get 
worse.

aerbss-the-board in¬ 
creases for Imported 
products. 

Branch communica¬ 
tions manager John 
Usher said from head of¬ 
fice in Vancouver Tues¬ 
day that no decisions bad 
>'et been made on what 
price changes would be 
made, but it was obvious 
that imports would be 
most affected. 

“We have no idea what 
is going up or by how 
much yet." he said, but 
he added there would be 
no increase as such in 
the provincial liquor (ax. 
rate. 

Meanwhile. Canadian 
beer prices are expected 
to remain the same at 
least for the next few 
months as breweries try 
to recapture the share of 
the market they lost to 
U.S. competitors. 


A man accused of conspir 
acy to traffic in cannabis 
resin suggested Tuesday he 
was offered money to provide 
police with information about 
Sam Bawlf. 

At his trial in Victoria 
County Court. James William 
Buckner In cross-examina 
tion asked crown witness CpI. 
Gerry Moloci. of the RCMP 
drug section, if be or another 

g )llceman had offered 
uckner clemency or put 
pressure on him to give incri¬ 
minating information about 
Bawlf, provincial minister of 
recreation and conservation 

"I have no knowledge of 
that,” Moloci replied. But he 
said he had had some conver 
•atlons with Buckner on mat¬ 
ters pertaining to the drug 
charges following Buckner’s 
arrest. 

"1 put it to you that Con¬ 
stable (Tom) Berrv offered 
immunity for me if i gave 
evidence against Sam Bawlf. 
and that the purpose of the 
Investigation was to get evi 
dence against Bawlf," said 
Buckner. 

“I have no knowledge of 
that whaUoever," ’ Moloci 
said. 

It- was the second day in 
which Buckner hud brought 
up the provincial minister’s 
.iMme liwcross-examining po- 
Qn Monday. Buckner 
queetioaed Esquimgit Con- 
s4abk Norman Simmons, 
who said he wasn't aware of 
any offer of leniency to 
Btifkner to produce incrimin¬ 
ating evidence against “one 
Sam Bawlf." 

The accused man asked if 
Moioci, who headfd the drug- 
investigation, was aware that 


Berry and other policemen 
had taken Buckner to a place 
on Dallas Road on one occa¬ 
sion. and to the Snug bar in 
the Oak Bay Beach Hotel in 
November 1977. 

“1 have no knowledge of 
that." the officer .said. 

Buckner asked If money 
was offered to him in ex¬ 
change for Information, and 
again the policeman said he 
hud no such know ledge. 


“Could it have hap¬ 
pened?" 

“I suppose it's possible." 
Moloci said. 

Not-gullty pleas have been 
entered on behalf of Buckner 
and co-accused Russell 
Tschrltter, alleged to have 
conspired between them¬ 
selves and others unknow n to 
traffic in cannabis resin in 
thi> period July 15. 1975 to 
Jan 9. 1976 Buckner also is 


charged with possession of 
cannabis resin for the pur¬ 
pose of trafficking. 

Much of the crown case 
which opened a wet^k ago 
consisted of tape recordi>d 
telephone conversations ob 
tained by police wiretaps 
About six hours of selected 
conversations were played 
before a jury of three men 
and six women hearing the 


case before Judge M.L.T. 
Drake. 

Buckner asked why he was 
nut arrested Nov. 19. 1975 
when it was alleged he druxe 
a truck containing a kilo of 
substance fmm Vancouver to

Attacked Costa Rica 
seeks action by OAS 


Costa Rica accused Nicara¬ 
gua on Tuesday of violating 
its national territory and 
cslled for the urgent applica¬ 
tion of Organization of 
Amertcaa States peacekeep¬ 
ing mechanisms. 

Costa Rican ambusssdor 
Jose Rafael Echeverria 
made the charge at an OAS 
permanent council meeting 
in Washington shortly after 
Nicaraguan aircraft were re- 
rted to have engaged in 
lostilc action in Costa Rican

territory. Some reports said 
the attacks left dozens of 
dead and wounded. 

Nicaraguan ambassador 
Guillermo Sevilla Sacasa 
said any border crossing by 
Nicaraguan aircraft was a 
“purely involuntary act." 
But he criticized Costa Rka 
for allegedly giving refuge to 
leftist guerrillas from Nica¬ 
ragua and (hen not prevent¬ 
ing them making cross-bor 
der rpids. 

The OAS meeting had been 
convened fur a vote on a Ven¬ 


ezuelan proposal to call a 
meeting of OAS foreign min¬ 
isters to mediate the politi- 
cul crisis in Nicaragua. 

But the reported incidents 
along the Nicaraguan-Costa 
Rican border added a new 
dimension to the delibera 
(ions and a vote was post 
poned. 

President Anastasio Somo- 
za predicted that the opera¬ 
tion to clean up guerrilla re¬ 
sistance. “bloodiest in 59 
years." would not last more 
than a week. 


Attorney-General Garde Gardom said Tuesday 
that early in 1976, a few months after the election of the 
present Social Credit government, suggestions were 
made to his office that Bawlf be investigated. 

"That request was made to the deputy attorney 
general (David Vickers) and was subsequently carried 
out." Gardom said. 'The investigation was thorough 
and complete. It was carried out by joint forces of the 
RCMP, Saanich police, Victoria and Vancouver po 
lice. 

"THE REPORT, when it was delivered, wa.s found 
to be ba.sed on rumor, innuendo and street gossip 

“There was no evidence to support the accusa 
tions." 

Gardom said the first suggestion that Bawlf be 
checked out came from the police chief of Vancouver 

"It was as a result of information relayed to us by 
the Vancouver police chief that, early in 1976 the 
deputy attorney-general (Vickers) ordered the investi¬ 
gation. 

"The police forces of Saanich, Victoria. Vancouver 
and the RCMP were involved. 

"The allegations were serlou.s—but proved to be 
completely false and completely far-fetched," Gardom 
said. 

GARDOM SAID BAWLF had also approached him 
shortly after the December 1975 election to ask him to 
"check out the rumors that were circulating." He said 
he couldn’t remember whether Bawlf had approached

A B.C. Hydro spokesman 
said power was restored be¬ 
fore noon by sw itching to an¬ 
other system.

NORTH VANCOUVER (CP) - Amid ((•»r» 
of joy and shouts of encouragement, four 
girls lost on Mount Seymour since Sunday 
were reunited with their families Tuesday. 

The girls were tired, wet and told but 
happy and uninjured. They had become lo.st 
in fog near a lake. They decided to stay near 
(he lake confident that searchers would find 
them. , 

Searchers id two helicopters combing the 
mounuinakle spotted the girls after the 
helicopters were lad to footprints searchers 
found Monday night 

Tile four are Barbara McGarry , 29 . her 
sister Sheila. It, of North Vancouver, and 
Joanne Grout, 19 and her slater Lorraine, 19 
of Vancouxor. 

The glrla built a lean-to out of (alien cedar 
branches. They said they were optimis¬ 
tic of being found but their hopes received a 
blow Monday night when a search heli 
copier flew ox’er without spotting them 

“We kept healing it and it kept coming 


closer and closer and it flew right over us 
and I thought that was it," said Barb 
McGarry. 

Sheila McGarry wa.s carried piggy back b> 
her father from the helicopter when it 
landed at Mount Seymour lodge. 

When asked how she felt, she sighed and 
said, "a lot better . ." 

The girls were driven to hospital fur ob¬ 
servation but appeared uninjured 

Searchers said they were in good condition 
(unsideiing their ordeal on the rugged moun 
tain. 

The only injury in the two-day search 
occurred when one of the searchers fell 
dowm a cliff on the/ace of the mounuin. He 
suffered a sprain^ knee and lis track¬ 
ing dog pulled some muscles. 

The McGarry glris* father said they kepi 
their heads and tiied to reach an open part of 
the mountain where they could be seen from 
the air.

He said that 'outragewsly 
suggested some elo^ and 
dagger operation between 
Staples apd Buckner/* 


MaedonaM said there wax 
nothing improper about 
meeting with Buckner, and 
that any suggestions about 
the purpose of such meetings 
arose from cross-examina¬ 
tion by the defence. 

Drake dismissed the appli 
cation, saying there could be 
no mistrial unless the sub¬ 
stance is so preiudicial that 
the minds of the jury are 
poisoned. It would have to be 
more serious to upset the 
sense of fairness, he said. 

Under cross-examination 
by Buckner, Moloci said 
there were recorded conver¬ 
sations involving Buckner to 
the effect that he thought his 
telephone was bugged. One 
was between Buckner and his 
broHns, Moloci recalled, and 
there could have been 
others. 

Christie asked who besides 
the several poHee Involved in 
the case had'played a part in 
editing die tapes, and Moloci 
said crown counsel had had a 
say in the final editing.

Earlier this week in a 
speech to the Vancouver 
Board of Trade, Minister of 
Economic Development Don¬ 
ald Phillips said unemploy 
ment was still regarded as 
B.C.'s and Canada's most 
serious problem, but he In¬ 
sisted that tt was only be¬ 
cause the work force was 
growing more rapidly than 
jobs were being creat^. 

"Any level of uaemploy 
ment in a rich province such

has to be accepted as a fact 
that the problem defies im¬ 
mediate solution." 

During June, Phillips told 
the Board of Trade, 49.000 
more people were working In 
B.C. than wera^ working in 
June, 1077. Durtug diatjsame 
month - " unemployment 
dropped only three per cent 
"that's why the problems of 
unemployment cannot be 
solved overnight as the work 
force continues to outstrip 
the creation of jobs." 

Barrett said the latest sea¬ 
sonally, adjusted figures 
showedan unemployment 
jump from 7.7 per cent of the 
labor force in July to 9.4 per 
cent in August. 

But Consumer and Corpo¬ 
rate Affairs Minister Refe 
Mair said the registration of 
new compaoies in B.C. did 
not jibe with Barrett's 
gloomy forecast.

~ 1,729 new B.C. companies 
were incorporated as op¬ 
posed to 1,170 in the same 
period last year, Malr said.

Hang gliding 
record broken 


1.0.S ANGELES (Reuter) 
— Frenchman .Stephane Don- 
uyer de Segonzac claimed 
a world altitude record Tues¬ 
day for hang gliding of g.MO 
metres (32.721 feet) set last 
Saturday In a flight that al¬ 
most ended In disa.ster. 

De Segoniac's glider was 
attached to the gondola of a 
hid-alr balloon for the asc’ent 
over the Mojave Desert of 
California and one of the bal¬ 
loon seams ripped open. 

The balloonist, Gary Cer 
vany of Glendale. Calif ., had 
10 releasethe glider to reduce

A numbers game 
and our schools 

THE CHILDREN art back at school without 
too many problems — but for teachers across the 
country the outlook is gloomy as more swell the 
ranks of the unemployed. 

That la one reason why, if teachers in this 
provlnct heed the recommendations of the B.C. 
Teachers* Federation to go for a wage hike 
between 10 and 12 per cent, it will fall on an 
unsympathetic public ear. 

As predicted, enrolment in Greater Victoria 
schools has declined. Declining enrolment com 
bined with increasing education costs is a na 
tioBal phenomena of which B.C. taxpayers were 
painfully reminded last June when the education 
bill passed the billion-doliar mark. For the third 
>’ear in succession property owners were also 
asked to pay a larger share of the costs. 

The Ontario government has been urged to 
relieve property taxpayers of this heavy bur¬ 
den by spending more money on education. 
The suggestion came from the Commission on 
Declining Enrolment which also recommended 
that the government give more money to school 
boards hardest hit by falling enrolment, that it 
switch from grants per pupil to paying for entire 
programs for school boards in difficult situations 
and that it monitor boards to ensure a minimum 
level of education opportunity. 

These are recommendation.s worthy of con¬ 
sideration by the B.C. government. Some of the 
other proposals our provincial government has 
already moved to implement. Education Minis 
ter Pat McGeef has called for five-year budget 
forecasts from all educational tostkutions so 
the government will be able to give a five-year 
outline of its spending proposals. 

The Ontario repbrt also recommended clos¬ 
ing or reducing enrolment at some teacher col¬ 
leges and cutting by half the enrolments at 
faculties of education. A teacher training report 
l ommissioned by the B.C. government also re 
iommended limiting the number of students 
entering teacher education, something already 
being done at the University of Victoria. 

There is a growing suspicion on the part of 
teachers, trustees and parents that the decline In 
.school population is leading governments to 
assigning education a lower priority. That is a 
disturbing thought, for what everyone must 
realize is that numbers are not all important 
The school children of today are going to be 
running the country tomorrow — and Bit re will 
be fewer of them to dp the Job. The quality of 
their education is a vital issue to which the 
provincial government must continue to give top 
ypriorlty 


A sorry day 
at the lake 

THE INCIDENT at Clowhom Lake west of Squa- 
mish turns out to be an exercise in stupidity by 
all those Involved. The end result is a waterway 
which has been poisoned to an extent not known 
It was all so unnecessary 

First on the scene was B.C. Hydro. Near this 
remote lake, the power authority had abandoned 
at least four JO-pound drums of a defoliant called 
Tordon 10 K in a ramshackle shed. The poison 
w as not **stored*' there. Hydro has no records of 
it and believes it has been there for at least seven 
years. 

Next we have some young people, agad 15 to 
18. flown into the area for a wilderness outing. 
They look shelter from the rain In this broken- 
down shed. 

According to a report prepared by the 
RCMP at Sechelt, the young people found 
the pellets of poison scattered over the floor — 
and r(*ached the incredible conclusion it was fish 
food. They dumped one partially-full carton into 
the lake, which drains into Salmon Inlet. 

Granted Hydro is a giant opcTation, with 
staff and equipment scattered from one end of 
the province to the other. Granted it can only be 
as good as its grassroots supervisors. But with 
all the problems these chemicals have caused 
the authority of late, you would think a major 
effort would have been made to at least secure 
such supplies, to avoid just this sort of incident 
One is left wondering once again what Hydro's 
priorities are. 

As for those wilderness visitors, the> 
Mhuuldn't be let out of the house, much less out of 
town, without supenision. 


Speaking of progress, are they happy?

The Kens«' of futility is genertlad b.N 
the realization that very little has ac 
lually been accomplished in our ai 
tempts to cope with underdevelopmeni 
Since the inception of President Tru 
man's Point Four Progratti m iiMii. no 
ordinal^' underdeveloped cwmtrj* has 
changed status. If we accept the usual 
%^o$ per captia hicomo as a yardstick

10 exchide such as Libya and 

others, where abundant oil was struck, 
or Israel, which never really was under¬ 
developed or China, about which we 
lack data 

It is rare that one comes across a 
discussion of other factors perpetuating 
ei'onomtc stagnation One of the reasons

is our desire to say as little as possible 
that may offend the sensltlvtlloa of those 
we are committed tn assist. Further 
more, while we can pump personnel and , 
funds into dewloping areas, wv know i 
that there are other factors that we 
probably cannot change 

In rare moments of candor we will 
admit that primary among these factors 
are the social structure and the social 
habits prevalent — if on© ma>’ grossl> 
generalize — in all dovotoping nations 
We search for scapogoats external to 
the developing nations, such u South 
Africa, neo-coiontailam. multi-national 
conH>rations. We concentrate our politl 
cal efforts on liberating selected tenri 
lories — Namibia, Rhoaesta, the Pana 
ma Canal Zone, occaslooally Puerto 
Rico.

One of two promising drugs 
will take the war to viruses 


GENEVA — Two new basic 
drugs are about to be it 
leased for general prescrip 
tlon and for a wide range of 
anticipated further experi 
mentation. They are a fresh 
antibiotic compound wlUioui 
any trace of bacterial resis 
lance so fur and the first drug 
effective in the treatment of 
virus infections. 

They come mme too soon 
Hh* widespread application 
of antibiotics in mMictne as 
well aadhesiock husbandry 
has brought about the emer 
gence of many strains of bac¬ 
teria with resistence against 
all known pharmaceutical re¬ 
medies. 

Efftctlve medical ai»nts 
•gainat virus diseases nave 
never existed — the best tht* 
doctor pan do at present Is to 
encourage the body's own re¬ 
sistance. Bomelimes with lit 
Ue auccfss 

Thus the two new products 
— both developi*d in the Unit 
ed Stales and both expected 
shortly to be cleared by the 
cautious FiNid and Drug Ad 
ministration there — may 
well begin a fresh era of 
medical achievement as well 
pharmaceutical innovation 

The new antibiotic com 
pound is called Cefoxitin. It 
has been under rigorous test¬ 
ing for nearly a decade. It is 
effective against both the re 
cently emergent penicillin 
resistant strains of bacteria 
and even some of^ those 
against which the penicillins 
have never worked 

Antibiotics affect bacteria 
bv preventing the formation 
of well walls, causing them 
ittorally to explode under in 
temal pressure rather like 
dfop-watar marine creatures 
brought 40 the surface 



i^MlsUnt strains of bacte¬ 
ria manage to escape de¬ 
struction V producing en- 
zymta which destroy the 
antibiotics first. But Cofoxi 
tin la oQzyme-reslstant. Un¬ 
like moat antibiotica, the new 
agent la made of bacteria 
rather than fungi. 

The new anttvtrus drug Is 
based on a fungus present in 
Italian aoil and some Carib¬ 
bean sponges. U ia described 
by the consen’ttive U.B. Na¬ 
tional Institute of Health as 
the bl^st medical break 
(hmugn since the discovery 
of ptMiicIllin. 

Tht product. Vira-A. has 
been put through a series of 
tests on HUmtn volunteers 
and produced a 72 per cent 
Micctts rate. 

\'lctlms of virus infections 
depend for their survival on 
the body's own defences 
which comprise the manu- 
factufe of antibodies and in¬ 
terferon. Both are effective 
but sometimes too slow to 
save the patient. Euphoric 
sclenUsts now claim thil 
VIra-A is the first drug In the 
history of medicine to be ef- 
fectivt against viruses. 

A ipeeiatlsi relates that 
"the fint trials were done on 
patients suffering from en 
cephillUs, whifli ctuees 
tragic brain damage. As is 
usual, a double-blind test wqs 


uct. the annual growth rate, income per 
capital, currency In circolatkm. oxport 
import load factors.

"The success rate with the 
new drug was so satisfactory 
that It was decided that it 
would be Immoral to continue 
treating victims with a place¬ 
bo.’* 

Assuming tbit all goes well 
in the final suges of checks 
aud experimenta, the two 
new drugs may well meet an 
urgent need illuatrated by a 
spectallat report on Infections 
which was recently made 
public by the United Nations’ 
world Health OrganUatlon 
here. 

The report observes that 
unreatricted use of antibl- 
ollcs has broughf about the 
emergence of gonorrhorea- 
calistng strains of bacteria 
which are totally resistant 
not only to penicillin but also 
to a range of otherwise pow¬ 
erful drugs. Ovor-use has 
triggered a genetic change in 
(he genociK'cl bacteria, and 
gave the mutant strains the 
capability of producing peni 
clmnis, a substance that re¬ 
sists the effect of drugs. 

These strains have spread 
gtobally. In some countries, 
they have produced infection 
levels of 10 per cent In women 
during (heir most reproduc¬ 
tive years.

There Is ne evidence the! the kM of 
the market-mammy would be improved 
by raising her level of Itteracy, Improv¬ 
ing her accounting system or even fact- 
lliatng tht farm-to-market journey. On 
the contrar>'. although economic effi 
clency may Increase,^change may irtu- 
mtllcally affect her ability to function 
effectively in accustomed surround¬ 
ings. 

Furthermore, studies in Western 
countries have Indicated a prevailing 
high level of apathy about the policies 
and personnel of national governments. 
This attitude is even more pronounced 
in underdeveloped countries. The aver 
age tribesman in the Interior of Moxam- 
blque. for example, is not concerned 
with the color of the flag or the national- 
ity of (he governor. His concerns are 
much more immediate. My guess Is 
that national liberation movements and 
their supporters w*ould be In. for an un 
pleasant surprise. 

There should be i minimum of med 
dling in the lives of pdople by outsiders 
who may wish to propagate their own 
materiaL educatimi. religious, and 
sanitary standarda. They may. In terms 
of happiness, be underdeveloped. Hap¬ 
piness is not the same as economic pros¬ 
perity alone

Reviving the sorrow of those 
iwu trag^ies is like the pain 
ful opening of an old wound 
The trails that might have 
revealed significant informa 
lion are long since obscured, 
and the elaborate pseudo-de 
lective exercise of the com¬ 
mittee stiff seeibs. If not fu¬ 
tile. then ludicrous. 

The fu^lity of all ihia.was 
shown to woaful advantage 
during tht thiua days devoted 
10 Jamea Earl Ray. He re¬ 
peated before the committee 
all the absurdities about an 
unidentified conspirator and 
what he did. or did not. have 
10 do with the assassination of 
the civil rights leader in 
.Memphto. 

Ray's rambling, almost-ln- 
coherent performance on (he 
stand should have mada (he 
committee ashamed of ex- 
hunting him from the peni 
tentiary. Television has 
something to answer for too 
in having given so much time 
to this mumbling Impostor 
who long since pleaded guilty 
in open court to (he murder of 
King. 

The whole episode added 
nothing to what was not al¬ 
ready known about the trag¬ 
edy — other. It should be 
added, than that from th«* 
words of a reliable witness. 
Ray, aa a fanatical racist, 
held the paranoid belief that 
by killing King he would rally 
the country to his side. But 
that should have surprised no 
one. 

Now the committee is de¬ 
voting this month to hear¬ 
ings on the Kennedy assissi 
nation. This is the dark and 
bloody ground of the sense 
tionallsis who have cooked up 
one theory after another 
about the Dallas shooting 
that brought Kennedy's life to 
an end. 

A commission headed by 
Chief Justice Earl Warren 
devoted 10 months to Invest! 
gating the assassination. Men 
of stature and integrity — 
(ierald Ford was one — were 
members of that commis 
sion. 

They may have erred In 
keeping their hearings be 
hind closed doors but there 
could be no doubt of the thur 
oughness of their Investlgu 
tion. The unanimous conclu 
,hlon was that a single 
assassin. Lee Harvey Os 
wald. had fired the shots that 
killed the president from a 
window In the ’School Book 
Depoaitory. Tli«*y Issued a 
une-volume conclusion with 
26 volumes of backup materi¬ 
al. 

Thil has oever satisflod the 
seekers after conspiracy. 
They were bound to set doHi 
f iguiwa unUor the Oomraunist 
bed when Oswald was enough 
of I weirdo to tead little en- 
couragMnom from Cuban or 
Soviet cemmunists. Part of 
the mlafortuno In (be jungle 
of Dallas was that Oswald 
should have been shot down 
by Ji^ Ruby, a barfly at 
local nightclubs Thus a trial 



that might have brought out 
evidence was foreclosed. 

This la the reasoning that 
committee counsel G. Robert 
Blakey advance! for the 
hearings. Ray pleaded guilty, 
no trial; Oswald was shot 
down immediately after the 
assassination, no trial, ho it is 
up to a committee of Con¬ 
gress to resolve all the doubts 
about these two fearful hap 
penings. 

In me opinion of this ob 
server, ft it an Impossible 
assignment. No matter what 
the committee comes up 
with, the sensationalists will 


propagate (heir conspiraiy 
theories 

And since economy is the 
tocsin sounded by every 
eager politician, it might be 
well to note that the commit 
tee has already spent 04.316.- 
265. Its money runs out on 
Sept. 15 and it Is asking an 
addlUonal 1760.000 to carry 
through the Kennedy hear¬ 
ings and an added three 
weeks with Ray. 

These are miniscule 
amounts when compared 
with the vast sums spent by 
(lk> federal govemmeni 
Nevertheless, it is a levy on 
the taxpayer, and surely it is 
money that might be speni 
more constructively 

The assassinations com 
mitiee might keep iuelf alive 
by investigating more paM 
crimes. It is a little late to 
find witnesses who might 
throw light on, say, the Lin¬ 
coln assassination. But no 
one should underestimate the 
committee's powers of im 
provisatlon.

On doing a little rasaarch, I dlscovarad there is a 
B.C. Vegatabla Marketing Board and that these ware 
tba paoj^ cancanad. 1 also learned that this market 
tng board comas under the Jurisdlctioo of the DeMrt> 
mant of Agricultura, but as far as 1 have been 
able to datcrmina, there the relationship ends. While 
tha name of this board impllat that it la a govammen- 
tai body, sucb does not appear to be the case. 

Apparently this organisation was formed by a 
large group of farmers, is funded ^ tha farmers and 
tbaboard consists only of fanners. Tney now appear to 
ba a vary powerful group, dacldina how much acreagt 
will ba ailottad for Ranting a particular vegetable, on 
wbosa land thil may ba grown, and when Wyastad, 
put through their own board, which decides at what 
plica tha produce will ba sold. No farmers are allowad 
to sail their produca in any other way, except at a 
roadside stand, on thair own property. 

I wonder if all g rowers, particularly those with 
small acreage, are happy witn this arrangement? It 
would appear that they have no choice. Consider the 
case of the two Surrey farmers. 

The Department of Agriculture claims that this is 
not a monopolistic sute of conditions because our 
marketing boards must compete with U.S. imports. 
This should not be much competition considering the 
cost of freight in refrigerated cars, plus the fact that 
American produca is purchased at tlie higher rata of 
dollar exchange. However we find in our super 
markets Amencan produce. Our retailers will cer¬ 
tainly make their purchases where they can get the 
best prices. 

We bear repeatedly **Buy B.C. grown,** this er that 
as the case may be. Today's food prices have meat of 
us watching our food dollar carefully, and while we 
would prefer to beep our money in Cana^ prices act 
by the marketing boards make it difficult to do so. 

Natural ProducU Marketing (B.O Act — 19M was 
esubllshed, but it is logical to think that la the last 40 
years or so conditions have changed to the extent that 
re\iew of the bill would be in order with an eye to 
possible rexislon. One change might be that a consum 
er be appointed to sit at the board meetings of this 
powerful organization and report, to the ministry and 
to the public, any decisions that might be unfair to the 
consumer. 

Any reader who shares my views on this matter 
could possibly improve this situation by writing to the 
minister of agriculture of to the premier of our 
province, simply endorsing this letter, or presenting 
their own views on this topical subject. ^

Defaming 
the Bard? 


Aa one who has enjoyed many of the articles by Syd¬ 
ney Harris that have appeared in your columns. I am 
saddened by his recent article defaming the character 
and scholarshfp of England’s greatest poet/dramatist, Wll 
11am Shakeapeare. 

Sydney Harris is a skilled and highly successful Jour¬ 
nalist with a uaualiy entertaining and informative style, 
despite occasionally uttering wliat appear to be pro 
funditiea, but which, on closer examination, are seen 
to be somewhat lees erudite. 

There Is not sufficient space here In which to refute 
the many errori of suppoaition and conjecture contained 
in hia article. Modem research discloses that we know more 
about Will Shakeapeare than moat of his contemporary 
fellow actors and writers. 

Shakespeare's parents were not “Illiterate farm foik" 
His mother wu a member of the gentry, probably connected 
with the Warwickshire Arden family who were Lords of the 
Manor before the Conquest. His father was the High Bailiff 
(mayor) of the Borouj^ and was also chamberlain, respon 
'iibie for the town revenues, inquiring bookkeeping skills. 

The boy. Will, had a grammar school education, from 
age seven, conducted by highly-paid Oxford graduates 
with emphasis on the classics. 

His marriage could well have been what was known in 
those days u a pre-contract marriaee, where the actual 
ceremony was often held months after the couple lived 
together. We know that his wife and family lived at New 
House during hie lifetime and after. 

Will was, by no means, the dishonorable chameter and 
harsh moneylender portrayed by Harris. Indeed, there is 
ample evidence to prove the opposite. The records show that 
he was honored and loved by elmost all whe knew him, 
except Jealous Robert Greene, the university playwright. 

He was known as “Gentle Shakespeare** who did not 
take offence eeaily and bore malice toward none. 

Will bought New Place, the second largest house ia 
town, in 1597. a year after be was granted the right to a coat 
of arms. He wu a yurs old and Ms fame wu eaUb- 
lisbad. TIm Mine year (he UerchMat ot Venice wu pro¬ 
duced. His wife end family Uved there tai coufoft and 
preetige until long after hit duth at 91.

Unexpected views show up in school discipline survey

Whilf parents of children in independent schools are 
more pleased with the discipline In their schools than are 
public school parents. Independent school teachers are 
lens concerned about discipline than their public school 
I’onterparts. the first part of a three-year study on the 
Consequences of Funding Independent Schools'* has 
found. 

THE F1EST SUIVEY, taken last spring, used question 
naires given to students, teachers and parents in both public 
and independent schools to gain information on school 
attitudes before the provincial financing of IMO per stu¬ 
dent in the independent schools could affect them. 

Problems in completing the survey before the end of the 
school year and in consulting befor^and with educators 
and parents on the purpose of the questionnaires, affected 


the surs'cy "seriousW** but not **fataJly,** the authors of 
the first report, released Monday by the Educationei 
Research Institute of B.C,, said. 

Nevertheless, M.l per cent of the parents palled re¬ 
turned the ouestionnaires. with about one-quaiier of the par¬ 
ents Including written comments at the end of the ques¬ 
tionnaire, the researchers said. 

CONCERN WITH student discipline was a recurrent 
theme, they noted. 

Their survey seemed to bear out the oommon belief 
that discipline is stricter in independent schools, al* 
thougn there was *'a surprising twisr to the data. 

One^fth of public Mhool teachers identified discipline 
as a ''definitely serious** or "somewhat serious'’ prob¬ 
lem, while only 2.8 per cent of independent school teachers 
thought that way. 

In response to the remark that "student discipline is 


better in this school than in most other schools.'' 11.7 per 
cent of independent school parenu but only 47.8 per cent 
of public schoo l parents agr^. 

IHE TWIST CANE in an Item ip the parents' and 
teachers* questionnaires which asked them to indicate 
whether they preferred a "strict school where students were 
tightly disciplined" or *'a *froe school' where students 
could act naturally.** 

Contraiy to the expectations of the study designers, 
independent school teachers and parents shoWeo less 
agreement on this point than those in public schools. In 
public schools, §1.8 por cent of the parenu, and Sl.t per 
cant of the educators leaned toward the strict school prsf- 
erence. In Indtpendent schools, 70.8 per cent of the 
paroou but only 38.3 per cent of the teachers and principals 
leaned toward that model. 

The study also determined that government aid to inde 


pendent schcmis was slewed as a "food thing** by 18 per 
cent of the parents, and 88 per cent Of the teachers In Inde¬ 
pendent schools, and by 88 per ctnt of the parents and 40 
per ccnu of the teachers in public schools. 

THE NEXT STAGE of the sttidy will be "the movers 
survey,’* to be conducted this fall. Rwtrlcted to Interviews 
with parenu who have given permission, it will examine the 
factors which infitienced parents who this fall transferred 
the studems fromrlndependent to public schools or vice 
versa: who placed children In Grade 1 and Grade 8 of both 
school systems; and who were unsuccessful in placing 
ihefr children in the public or Independent school of their 
choice this fall. 

The purpose of the second survey will be to "determine 
why and how parents make choices among schools par¬ 
ticularly In view of the aid given to Independent schools."

Hugh Curtis says there are no 
such plans under present con- 
siderstion. 

But sources with direct 
(onnectioos to the trtnspor- 
tition industry say they ex- 
poot a shuttle service to re¬ 
place the bus-ferry croulng 
s^tem by Dec. 31. 

And the Amalgamated 
Tranall Union sees the shuttie 
service as a rsal possibility.

The question grows out of 
the recent merger of Vancou¬ 
ver Island Coach Lines and 
Pacific SUge Lines by the 
province, and the decision to 
sell off the tour line services 
which had been operated In 
competition. 

Asked Tuesday If he was 
denying outrlrtt that there 
would be a shuttle service, 
Cuitli said: *i don’t know 
what government might de¬ 
cide to do In the future. But 
It's not la my plans, and H did 
not corns up in any of our 
discussions.'* 

This cams as a surprise to 
Al Ashton, Vancouver presi¬ 
dent of the ATU. 

"That (shuttle service) Is 
clearly In the task force 
recommendations to Mr. 
Curtis.** 

Ashton said the task force, 
struck by Curtis, recom¬ 
mended Investigating the In¬ 
troduction of a shuttle ser 
vice with an accompanying 
baggage loading system. 

Curtis did repeat during an 
luter\iew a point that Md 
been made at the time of the 
merger announcement—that 
the new company (Pacific 
Coach Lines) would work 
cioeely with B.C. Ferries to 
establish what could be done 
in the way of cost-cutting. 

Ashton foals the shuttle 
senke is probably In the 
cards for the future, although 
he thinks it would have to be 
some time after Dec. 81. He 
doesn't think a system could 
be set up by then. 

"Really, aB they are going 
to do with a system like 
that is drivt people back to 
their cars," he said. "It will 
limply have more people try¬ 
ing to board the ferries by 
car. 

"If they do this thby are 
going to decrease the attrac¬ 
tiveness of the service." 

He said this would be be¬ 
cause of the inconvenience 
of the long walk, particularly 
for older people. Passengers 
have long been accustomed 
to beirig oHven onto the ferry 
by bus ahead of ths cars, and 
leaving at the other end— 
again ahead of the cars. 

Ashton conceded that a 
shuttle service would save 
considerable money, not only 
In the elimination of vehicle 


ng fees 
hours of work for drivers. 

The union has sirtady ex¬ 
pressed concern about the 147 
job displacements the merg¬ 
er Is eventually going to spell 
out. Curtis has said all but a 
relative few of those affected 
will be placed In other B.C. 
Hydro positions. But the 
union Isn't taking an>'thlng 
for granted. 

"We don't know what to 
expect until the time comes," 
Ashton said. 

Both Curtis and Ashton 
voiced puzilement over an¬ 
other report that a "Nanaimo 
company" would be taking 
over the newly-merged bus 
service. 

"That’s a wildly specula¬ 
tive report," Curtis said. "I 
don’t know of a bus company 
In Nanaimo. There may be 
one. but 1 don't know of h." 

He said the tour lint opera¬ 
tions would be ditpee^ pf 
in the proper way after pro¬ 
posals had been received 
from any groups thaT art Ip- 
terested—public groups, the 
private sector, or gronps of 
empioyee.s.

Jody unsuspectingly supplied the first 
hsif highlighis by telling the comedisn 
she got 10 cents from the tooth fair). 

Ordering the parents to appear before 
him with an Index finger, Cosby incredu 
luusly asked: "TEN CENTS? " 


He then got father Ron to hand over 
some loose change which he promptly 
turned over to Jody. 

Referring to The Empress tea-and- 
crumpets session, ho said he hadn't 
seen that sln^ the 1842 movies. 

The final part of the show was devoted 
to what he called Mothers' Curse or "I 
hope when you get married you have 
some children who act exactly like 
you." 

On being 41 yean old. Cosby said. 
"When you turn 40, ytw no longer want to 
impress anybody. You just want to 
maintsin." 

Cosby capped his performance with a 
side-splitting routine about parenthood 
(A two-year-old: They don't know how to 
blow their nose. And they don't care), 
natural childbirth (for some idea of 
labor pain, take your bottom Up and pull 
it over your head), his father ("From 
seven to 18,1 thought my name w as Jesus 
Christ"). and his children's grandmoth 
er ("That's not the person I grew up 
w ith.

Rape Relief finally 
gets a small grant

After months of controversy over muni 
cipal support for Victoria Rape Relief, the 
Greater Victoria Inttrmunlclpal Committee 
recommended Tuesday that the organiza¬ 
tion be given a $2,800 grant. 

"Twenty-five hundred dollars Is better 
than nothing," Truth Brown, a member of 
the organization's board of directors, said 
after toe meeting. 

Osk Bay Aid. Shirley Dowell said she had 
hoped the committee would recommend a 
larger grant, but Saanich Aid. Ian Cass 
replied that Rape Relief was already "get¬ 
ting blood out of a stone." 

Saanich Mayor Mtl Couvelier, who trig¬ 
gered controversy over the gram appll- 
citlon several months ago by criticizing the 
attire of one of the staff mtmbers, voiced no 
objection at Tuesday’s meeting. 

Rape Relief had asked for $14,187 to hire 
an additional staff mtmber and offset this 
fiscal year's snticipatad deficit 


But Victoria Mayor Michael Young said 
he couldn't support municipal participa¬ 
tion In the hiring of a person employed in 
what should basically be the responsibility 
of the higher levels of government. 

He added, however, that he didn't mind 
municipal assistance in the organization's 
uperatlM expenses. 

Rape Relief now has two and a half full¬ 
time staff members. The organization coun¬ 
sels victims of rape and indecent ssssult, 
and operates numerous programs aimed at 
understanding and prevention of rape. 

Until recently. Rape Relief wouldn't pro¬ 
vide any information to police but now the 
details of cast historiss are turned over to 
police, but the victim's consent Is first ob¬ 
tained and her name withheld. 

Before Rape Relief Its $2,300, the 
grant must be approved by the seven muni¬ 
cipal councils belonging to the Intermunici¬ 
pal committee. 


Despite opposition by Aid.

Soggy fields plague farmers

Unseasonably wet weather in parts of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan is causing head 
aches for farmers. 

The Alberta and Saskatchewan wheat 
pools report sprouting In various areas—a 
condition which reduces the grade and price 
of affected grains. 

Sprouting can occur when swathed grain 
it dampened by rain. The sprouts rob the 
grain of its nutritive value. 

“Warm temperatures, coupled with fog, 
rain and water lying in fields has produced 


Ideal conditions for sprouting.” said C^ry 
Sargent, an Alberta Wheat Pool spokes 
man. 

Extensive rain has also prevented ma 
chinery from moving on to flelda, delaying 
harvesting in both provinces. 

Sargent said it will be at least seven to 19 
days before farmers in the Edmonton area 
can get back to harvesting, even with hot, 
dry weather. 

He said operations have been at a stand 
still since the end of the Labor Day week 
end.

VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
forest producu industry Is 
one of (^nada*s strongest in¬ 
dustrial cards In its potential 
to generate Income, exports 
ana new employment, says a 
report of a federal govern¬ 
ment special task force re¬ 
leased Monday. 

But unless a more intensive 
level of forestry is practised 
in Canada, the forest industry 
will not play tts traditional 
role as the foundation of the 
country’s economic growth, 
said the report. 

The task force, chaired by 
Ian A. Barclay, chairman of 
Riitish Columbia Forest 
Products Ltd., was one of 28 
groups set up following the 
federal-provincial confer¬ 
ence last February. Its mem¬ 
bers were drawn from busi¬ 
ness, labor, the academic 
community and government. 

The report said that while 
tax changes in recent years 
have been helpful, they are 
not enough to encourage 
firms to modernize and ex¬ 
pand. Integrated forest prod¬ 
ucts companies are still 
lerating at a significant tax 
disadvantage to their count¬ 
erparts in the United States, 
a basis of comparison used 
throughout the report. 

*it must be recognized that 
tax policy Is a major influ-

ence on the investment deci¬ 
sions on which future tax 
revenues will depend,** the 
report states. *‘U Is this as¬ 
pect which Is crucial to the 
future of the Industry In Can¬ 
ada. ** 

The report recommends 
that the U.S. system of In¬ 
vestment tax credit rates and 
the time span In which the 
credits may be carried 
forward be implemented and 
that logging equipment be In¬ 
cluded in the category of 
qualified assets. 

It also suggests that the 
government consider the 
iast-ln-nrst-out method of 
evaluating inventory for tax 
purposes and that a six-per¬ 
centage-point tax reduction 
in the income tax rate, pro¬ 
vided in 1872 for manufactur¬ 
ing and processing, be ex¬ 
tended to logging. 

The two-year write-off for 
pollution control expend! 
tures, due to expire at the end 
of 1978, should be extended 
indefinitely to recognize that 
pollution abatement is a con¬ 
tinuing responsibility where 
long-term planning and com¬ 
mitment Is essential, the re¬ 
port said. 

Included among SO recom¬ 
mendations is a call on the 
government to re examine 
their priorities in terms of 
trade-offs between air emis¬ 
sion control systems and 
waste fuel utilization. 

Also suggested are greater 
financial incentives for In¬ 
dustrial research with assur¬ 


ance of at least a 10-year 
term for incentives. 

The report also recom 
mends that govemmerns 
take a secondary role In 
seeking solutions to labor 
problems and that they 
should study industrial certi¬ 


fication as a method of re 
ducing the possibility of the 
number of unions represent 
ing employees at the same 
operation. 

The report notes that L. H. 
Lorrain, president of the Ca¬ 
nadian Paperworkers Union 


in Montreal, a labor repre 
sentative on the task force, 
did not agree with subsuntial 
parts of the report **as many 
of the recommendations are 
in conflict with economic and 
social policies of the Cana¬ 
dian Labor (Congress.**

At present, cabi¬ 
net must receive approval 
from Parliament for any 
changes in Judicial salaries. 

In the meantime, the CBA 
report says, Parliament 
should approve a salary in¬ 
crease of at least $5,000 a 
year for 1879 and another $5,- 
000 for 1980. 

Dorfman said the CBA re¬ 
port was being considered. It 
would be helpful, but the fed¬ 
eral committee planned its 
own “broad review” of how 
judges were paid. 

Judges are facing a series 
of fiscal and other problems 
which are a source of un¬ 
necessary worry for them, 
says the CBA report. Their 
salaries should be compar¬ 
able to those of government 
leaders, but even superior 
court Judges now earn less 
than deputy ministers, it 
added. 

Also, the cost of living had 
increased by 80 per cent since 
1967, yet Judges' salaries had 
risen by less than 46 per cent. 
This was despite an increase 
in productivity of 26 per 
cem. 


“It Is BO exaggeration to 
say that the decroaae In their 
real Income has had prejudi¬ 
cial effects on. the morale of 
members of the Judiciary,'* 
says the report. **lt also has 
made more difficult the 
search for new Judges.** 

Since Judges were appoint¬ 
ed by the executive of the 
federal government and paid 
by Parliamem, It was offi- 
cult to imagine a Judge pot¬ 
ting pressure on the state to 
pay him more money, consld- 
eriog that Judges were calleiL 
upon to Judge caaor^ or 
against t^ state. ^ * 

“U is e\’en less Imagtaable 
that the Judiciary should 
form a union in an attempt to 
negotiate better werWnggon- 
ditioiis.'* 

Philippe Casgrain of Mon¬ 
treal. chairman of the CBA*s 
special salary committee, 
said this week that it was 
unclear whether the Dorfman 
committee would simply en¬ 
dorse the CBA report or 
cover all the samo ground 
again.

Grossinger. a Jowly, in¬ 
tense man who managed to 
stifle a Walter Mitty complex 
while a frustrated athlete at 
Cornell University, is known 
as the innkeeper of the 
stars. 

There’s hardly been a 
sporU or stage figure in the 
last 30 years who hasn't taken 
part of Grossinger's hospital¬ 
ity and engaged in long eve¬ 
nings of conversation over 
tall drinks and stubby 
cigars. 


He Is Paul to them all— 
from Joe DIMaggio and 
Roger Maris to Joe Namath. 
Milton Berle, Bob Hope and 
Phil Foster. 

But Grossinger’s fondest 
memories revolve around 
those days when fighters 
such as Rocky Marciano, 
Max Baer, Barney Ross, 
Joey Maxim and Bob Poster 
pitched camp in his 1.300- 
acre backyard to prepare for 
some Important stru^le. 

Grossinger’s especially 
was the fkvorite training site 
for Marciano, the cobbler’s 
son from Brockton. Mass., 
who retired as unbeaten 
heavyweight champion, and 
died in a plane crash in 1909. 

"Marciano was the hardest 
worker 1 ever saw—neVer 
any foolishness around his 
camp," Grossinger said. 
"His greatest asset was that 
he never let himself get out of 
shape. He never allowed any 
camp followers around. 


"He was a far better boxer 
thaa^anyoiie gave him credit 
for. He was a naive, simple 
man, very frugal. 1 think he 
still must have thousands of 
dollars stashed away some* 
where—money nobody knew 
about but himself." 

Grossinger said Max Baer 
was just the opposite—a su¬ 
perb physical specimen who 
loved the high life. 

"His handlers always 
checked to see that Maxie's 
quarters were high enough so 
he couldn’t sneah out the win¬ 
dow." he said. "A guard slept 
in the hall with his foot 
against the door." 

Grossinger said Dempsey 
and Louis became perhaps 
the most adored of ail heavy¬ 
weight champions. 

"When Louis came into the 
dining room, all the guests

would sund and cheer," he 
said. "Jack has grown in sut¬ 
ure with time." 

All, he said, is a man of 
many faces. 

"When you Ulk to him 
alone, he is the most intelli¬ 
gent and sensitive guy you 
ever saw. Then he gets on the 
soap box and starts all that 
bombast. He’s a huckster at 
heart."

In cross-examination, 
Gerard's lawyer, F. Lee Bai¬ 
ley, obtained an admission 
from Morgan that although 
he now claims the veterinar¬ 
ian was the real owner of the 
horse he kept the purse that 
Cinzano won that day while 
masquerading as Lebon. The 
defence says it was Gerard's 
wife who switched the 
horses. 

.Morgan .said he had worked 
for Gerard for eight years 
and allowed the Muttontown. 
N.Y., vet to register the horse 
in his name in the hope 
Gerard might advance his ca¬ 
reer. 

He said Gerard asked to 
register the horse under Mor¬ 
gan's name because under 
New York state law, a veteri¬ 
narian may not race a horse 
of his own. 

In earlier testimony. Mor¬ 
gan said that although the 
horse was registered In his 
name he was "only a paper 
owner." 

The defence has not denied 
that Lebon was destroyed at 
Gerard's Muttontown farm, 
purportedly because he had 
badly injured himself June 
12.1977. and that Dnzano was 
substituted for him in the 
.Sept. 23 race, winning at odds 
of 57 to 1. 

The stale says that besides 
his $77,000 betting coup on the 
linger, Gerard also collected 
$150,000 in insurance money 
with a claim that the dead 
horse was Cinzano. 

Gerard. 43, Is free on $100.- 
000 bail on charges of grand 
larceny and falsifying the in¬ 
surance claim. 


The defence contention is 
that Gerard’s wife. Alice, 
from whom he is separated, 
switched the horses without 
his knowledge to embarrass 
the sport of horse racing by 
showing how easy il was to 
dupe the public, and "make 
money besides." 

Before the trial recessed 
for the day, the state played a 
tape intended to show that 
Gerard knew which horse he 
was betting on when hi* 
scored his coup. In an open¬ 
ing statement to the jury, the 
defence suggested the vet 
was unaware of the switch in 
horses when he placed bis 
bet.

elected leader of the Quebec 
Liberal party after criss¬ 
crossing the province in a 
hard-running campaign. 


He*s stni running, visiting 
places like MonUnagny, 
Richmond and Shawfnlgan, 
as he reshapes the battered 
Liberal party In preparation 
for the promised referendum 
on Quebec’s future and the 
next provincial election. 


Ryan, an austere intellec¬ 
tual who edited the influential 
Montreal dally Le Devoir be¬ 
fore he became politically ac¬ 
tive, Is not getting much pub¬ 
licity, but he doesn't seem to 
mind. 

News conferences at incon¬ 
venient times and out-of-the 
wav places for the Montreal 
and Quebec City press corps 
have become Ryan's trade¬ 
mark. He delivered his as¬ 
sessment on Prime Minister 


Trudeau's proposals for con¬ 
stitutional reform In Trols- 
Rlvleres. 

But a reporter who worked 
for Ryan at Le Devoir says 
that's his style. While there 
appears to be little activity 
within the Liberal party, 
Ryan Is organizing and res¬ 
tructuring the party and he 
will be ready to do battle 
when the time comes. 

A weekend meeting of the 
partv's general council gave 
the first Indications of where 
the party was headed and 
how he was getting along 
with Liberal stalwarts. 

The party had been adrift 
and Its membership dipped to 
about ao.OiO after Its defeat 
by the Parti Quebecols In No¬ 
vember. 1976. 

Speaking at the end of the 
two-day meeting, Ryan said 
he was glad to see "there are 
fewer aiul fewer parasites in 
the party now, and more peo¬ 
ple who seriously want to par¬ 
ticipate." 


Patterned alter PQ? 


Unlike Liberal gatherings 
In the era of former premier 
Robert Bourassa, run like 
('orporate meeU^ where 
members were Just asked to 
approve executive declskma, 
there were genuine attempts 
at democratic decision-mak¬ 
ing. 

Plans for a door-to-door 
financing campaign, similar 
to the annual fund-raising 
drive of the Parti Quebecols, 
were outlined, along with de¬ 
tails of a recruitment drive 
with an objective of l,6i6 
party members for each of 
Quebec's 110 ridings. 

Asked whether the Liberal 
party was consciously pat¬ 
terning itself on the Parti 
Quebecols. Ryan said he did 
not know how the PQ was 
organized. 

However, under a law 
passed by the PQ govern¬ 
ment, all political parties in 
Quebec must follow the same 
rules. Corporate donations

Ryan himself has taken 
tighter control of the party 
purse strings, dismlsslngfor 
mer Liberal treasurer Paul 
Desrochers, who was de¬ 
scribed as the real power be¬ 
hind Bourassa. 

But he played down his re¬ 
placing of party flgires from 
the Bourassa era with his 
own people, denying that a 
purge was on. 


"There have \ioen 
changes." he noted simply, 
"and there will be more 
changes." 

Last year, Victor CtoKUh 
loom, a supporter of Ray¬ 
mond Gameau, who oppased 
Ryan for the leadership, 
headed the party's financing 
campai^.

Young vowed Monday 
night to continue hts prac- 
tlot of making In camera 
business known to the press 
and public when he felt It 
Mhouid be public informa¬ 
tion. 

Technicaily. the policy 
refers to procedures of the 
board agenda committee, 
which meets the week before 
each school board meeting 
and looks at all the material 
which has come tm for that 
meeting. The BAC. as It Is 
known, determines which 
items are for action, which 
are for informatien. and 
whether they will go to the

The Khool board is specifi¬ 
cally prohibited in the nibllc 
Schools Act from giving the 
BAC the power to declare 
items confidential. Young 
said. 

Section 86 (8) of the Act 
reads: "The rights, powers, 
duties and liabilities of a 
Board of School Tiuntees 
rests only with the legally 
constituted Board and not 
with committees of trustees 
or individual trustees." 

Young's beat-known attack 
on In camera secrecy was his 
release this spring of a letter 
from the education ministry 
suggesting that the ministry 
would consider return of the 
strap for discipline If It were 
requested by a local school 
district. 

On other occasions, he has 
let It be known that the obiec- 
tim of the schools superin¬ 
tendent. the fate of the media 
centre, and even budget plan¬ 
ning had been dealt with In 
camera. 

While pledging to respect 
the traditional secrecy of 
items related to personnel or 
property, where individuals 
could capitaliie financially 
bv knowing the future plans 
of the school district. Young 
says he will continue to exe^ 
else his own Judgment as to 
which items should be In 
camera and which should be 
public information. 

"This policy Is an attempt 
to muule me. It would never 


haro been made If 1 had not 
told the board, publicly and In 
camera, that I did not agree 
with the policy of conducting 
business other than personnel 
and property matters in cam¬ 
era. It is contrary to the pub¬ 
lic Interest, and the commit¬ 
tee has no right to declare 
certain things confldendai." 

"There Is too much secrecy 
and not enough open discus¬ 
sion in government today." 

Trustees Susan Brice. 
Doraaio, Yorke, Bud Smith, 
Mark Fisher, and Glynn Wil¬ 
liams voted in favor of the 

r )licy, with Young, Mary 
reer and Carol Pickup op¬ 
posed.

Book tells women how to acquire real power

NEW YORK - Sh# uses 
fxpre^HloDA such at *'forget 
li.” “no way/' “the pits" and 
“nightmare clt> .'' But Jane 
Trahey, a master of the ad 
world's staccato Jargon, has 
shifted gears over the last 
few years. 

Twe and ooe^alf years 
aM, she add tl^ New York 
advertiatag agMcy aim 
fouadid In tlM and helped 
build to ita $12 million annual 
bllllaf. And with her ac¬ 
counts pared and staff cut 
from la to four in New York 
and Chicago offices, she 
began to do more writing — 
and to make Just as much 
money as before, she quips. 

One of the results to her 
recently published response 
to the mwina number of 
male-autnored woks on the 
acquisition of power. 

“Very Machiavellian,'' she 
calls thenr. But her book. 
Jane Traho.v on Women and 
Rower (RawMon Associates. 
New York), is the same story 
— “who's got it, how to get 
Hr* — only the angle is some¬ 
what different. 

“1 don't agree with just 
looking out for No. I," she 
says, ^e doe.sn't agree philo- 
so^ically fither with such 
much-discuHsed books as Mi- 
ohaei Korda's Power.' How to 
O 0 t It. How to Vse It. first 
published in 197S. 

Jane Trahey pauses, then 
runs down a list of women 
Who have “made it.'* includ¬ 
ing Geraldine Stut/, presi 
dent of Henri Rendel in New 
York, and Jacqueline Bab- 
bin. an executive producer 
for tniversal .Studios in Cali 
fomia. MaM importantly, she 
says, their employeai arc 
loyal The test of real power 
IS the ability and responsibili¬ 
ty for managing people, not 
things, she spccifiM. The 
ideal employer's attitude: 
"^You must leave them (om- 
ployees) alone, trust them 
and set standards." 

-Facts are facts, however. 
"We do work for men," she 
qualifies. “You have to look 
at the power structure and 
make your own decision 
about how you can respond to 
It Women only have 1 per 
cent of what 1 would consider 
the top jobs In the country." 

The price for holding those 
jpbs to higher, she asserts: 
"We pay more than men all 
the way along. We My more 
insurance: we work harder — 
I think It's nine hours mure a 
week than the average 
man " 

The game rules are chang- 
ipg. though, says Miss Tra- 
bey. and the wori( force to key 
mldence: "Only 18 per coni 
of ail married women are In 
the home full time now. 
which leaves an enormous 
number of people who are 
out working fuu time, part 
time to help supplement in¬ 
come." 

Women who were tradi- 
Uunaily sprinters on the ca¬ 
reer circuit with a two lo 
five-year working span npw 
4^ i(K)klnK out for tlii»ir long- 
range prospect.s.- 
“Lfimgevity has a lot to do 
with what someone can do for 
herself." Miss Trahey says. 
“Chances are a girl going 
into the work fur(*e today will 
work iU years of her life. 
That's a-whole new bag." 

Many fhe currknt Trahey 
ndvertlsing accounts reflect 
h<‘r inlnreats ^ with adult 
education and women's 



Men perceive advance¬ 
ment differently than 
women, she continues; “A 
woman constantly makes lat¬ 
eral moves. .She'll make the 
move for money, but it’s still 
the same job; she's stlH in the 
comer, and she still can’t 
make the power moves. 

“When a guy goes to make 
a power move, he says two 
things; it must be a better 


Job In which i not only earn 
more money, but also get 
more status and more of what 
we call perks ■ A woman to 
simply not asking for the 
right things. Her move will 
always be based on salary, 
and his move will always be 
based on benefits" 
Awareness must be started 
early on. Miss Trahey con¬ 
cludes. “I think we have to 
begin to point out ail the 


things that we see that are we start looking at textbooks

were used to transport gov - 
emment troops. 

Of (he 38 persons aboard 
ihf dow'ned plana, survivors 
said 10 InJur^ persons were 
slain by black gunmen who 
located the wreckage, but 
eight managed to escape.

The National Arts Centre 
here might have to raise Its 
ticket prices, tbe minister 
said, but its faderal subaldy 
had not been cut severely. 
The reduction was to 11,211.- 
000 from H.lOT.OOO-apart 
from the $1 million granted It 
‘ this year as an extra fund 
with srhich to eeUbUsh a na- 
Uooal theatre company 
srorking In Engllah and 
French. 

The new theatre companies 
take to the road this fall and 
winter, and Roberts uld if 
they proved as valuable as 
the government and tbe 
centre expected, the $1 mil¬ 
lion extra grant might be re¬ 
newed. 

He said supporters of the 
arts, whether membart of tha 
boards of directors of arts 
organtzatiooa or uenartl 
members of their aumencea, 
had to help pertdade the poll- 
tlciane at all levels of fovem- 
ment that they were worthy 
of more flBanclal help. 

"They don't need to con¬ 
vert me," he said, "but this 
has got to be demonstrated to 
others.

Probe’s hottest issue: One-way reform action 


OTTAWA (CP)—Tbt Joint 
SoMtoCommoM commlttoo 
studying the constitution still 
his almost a month remain¬ 
ing to present its first report 
to Parliament, but already It 
has become clear which 
issues are likely to dominate 
the report. 

The SS-member committee, 
set up to examine the constl- 
tutkmal reform proposals ae- 
nounced last June by Prime 
Minister Trudeau, Is at the 
mld-polnt In its first set of 
hearings. 

Since It began Aug. IS, the 
committee, chaired jointly by 
Liberal UP Mark MacGui- 
gan (Wlndsor-Walkerville) 
and Senator Maurice Lamoo- 
tagne (L-quebec). has 
heard from two cabinet min¬ 
isters, several academics 
and special-interest groups 
ranging from the National In¬ 
dian Brotherhood to the Mon¬ 
archist League of Canada. 

This week, two of the coun¬ 
try's top constitutional law¬ 
yers will offer legal opinions 
on how far the federal gov¬ 
ernment can go in cban^ng 
the constitution without the 
consent of the provinces. 

The question of unilateral 
action by the federal govern¬ 
ment is the roost contentious 
issue that has come before 
the committee so far. After 
three weeks of debate over 
the federal government's 
legal right to make changes 
in the Senate and the role of 
the monarchy without pro¬ 
vincial agreement, the com¬ 
mittee voted last week to rec¬ 
ommend to the government 
In lu Oct. 10 report that the 
question be referred to the 
Supreme (^urt of Canada. 

A second area the commit¬ 
tee will almost certainly deal 
with In Its report la the future 
of the monarchy. The Issue 
here la not so much one of the 
government's intentions as of 
the wording of the federal 
constitutional reform propos¬ 
als. 

Provinclai Relations Minis¬ 
ter Marc Lalonde and Justice 
Minister Dtto Lang have re¬ 
peatedly assured the com¬ 
mittee the government plans 
to leave untouched the role of 
the monarch. 

But government critics, ia- 
cludina Senator Eugene For- 
sey (L— Ontario), say the 
wording of the federal pro¬ 
posals calls for a downgrad¬ 
ing of the queen's role In Ca¬ 
nadian affairs to the point 
where she becomes a kind of 
deputy to the governor-gen¬ 
eral. 

A third problem area Is the 
future of the Senate. 

Under the government's 
plan, the existing Senate 
would be abolished and re¬ 
placed with a slightly larger 
dig members as opposed to 
the current 104) upper house 
to be called the House of the 
Federation. The new body 
would be designed to give 
representatives of regionally 
disadvantaged areas a place 
to air their views. Half of its 
members would be selected 
by the provinces, the other 
half by the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Opposition to this plan has 
come from almost every wit¬ 
ness who has addressed the 
committee. Prox inclal repre¬ 
sentatives have called for the 
new Senate to be made up 
entirely of provincial dele¬ 
gates, and senators them¬ 
selves have protested the 
abolition of their lll-yW-old 
chamber. 


Some witnessks have called 
for an elected upper house, 
others for a restructuring of 
the political system to elimi¬ 
nate the need for a Senate or 
anything like it. 

Language protection will 
be another issue la the com¬ 
mittee's report. Several wit¬ 
nesses have said the provi¬ 
sions designed to guarantee 
equality of Canada's two offi¬ 
cial languages In the consti¬ 
tutional reform package are 
weak, poorly worded and do 
lllllt to protect the lights of 
franoophone minorities out¬ 
side Quebec or the angio- 
phone minority la (^bec. 

Much of the committee's 
debate has focussed on an 
area not included in the fed¬ 
eral reform proposals at all. 
The government has said it 
will leave the question of how 
power nhouM be shared be¬ 
tween t he f e de ral and provia- 
rial governments until a later 
stage af Its program. 

Lalonde has said the fed¬ 
eral governmem Is prepared 


to taft about re\’ampUig ex¬ 
isting dlvIsioiKof-power ar¬ 
rangements with the prov¬ 
inces at the 

federal-provincial confer¬ 
ence, tentatively scheduled 
for late next month. 

But several committee 
members and witnesses have 


complained there is little 
point in talking about conati- 
tutlonal reform without dig¬ 
ging Into this crucial but 
complicated Issue. Progres 
sive Conservative MP ^ra 
MdcDonald (Kingston and 
the Islands) has said power¬ 
sharing is the most important 
aspect of constitutional 


change and has urged that 
the committee get to work on 
this question immediately. 

The final resolution of this 
question could mean changes 
in taxing authority, immigra¬ 
tion. government spending 
powers, social security pro¬ 
grams, trade between prov¬ 


inces and control of natural 
resources. 

The committee has beard 
other, less widespread com 
plaints. A few witnesses have 
said the government should 
forget about changing the 
constitution until It has come 
up with better ways to help 


the nncmployed and those 
suffering because of inflation 
and the weak dollar. 

home . have accused the 
government of burying its 
constitutional reform plans In 
complicated legal language. 
Others have attacked specific 
proposals such as the new 


charter of human rights and 
freedoms and the govern 
ment's plan to add two new 
justices to the Supreme Court 
of Canada. 

The committee, which has 
already sat for four weeks, 
officially ceases to exist, 
under the rules of Parlia¬ 


ment. as soon as a new sitting 
Is proclaimed. There appear^ 
little doubt, however, that 
one of Parliament's first 
orders of business will be to 
authorize MacGuigan and 
Lamonugne to continue their 
work on revamping the Ill 
year-old British North 
America Act

.She suggested he also get a 
lawyer to help decipher the 
paper. “YotiTshould either get 
it written in English or have 
someone from the attorney- 
general’s office go along to 
explain it to the people.** she 
said. 

The paper. Belknap said, 
raised several legal ques¬ 
tions. 

He felt that clauses holding 
parents responsible for their 
children’s behavior could 
leave the way open for legal 
action for damages if a child 
behaved illegally. 

“I think that would be a 
fundamental issue, but you 
really need someone versed 
in law to see if that is the 
case.’* 


One questioner wanted to 
know about the responsibili¬ 
ties of social workers who 
apprehended children • 

“I don't want to get into a 
position of giving my inter 
preution of that,** replied 
Belknap. **1 think there are 
people in the community who 
can try to explain what that 
all means or doesn’t mean. 

“In moving into this job 1 
anticipated that the commu¬ 
nity would somehow react to 
what they read and perhaps 
that is nece.ssary as long as 
the community then turns 
from reaction to response as 
to what they do want.** 

Someone else wanted to 
iinow if the proposals meant 
that a child would be able to 
take a parent to court and 
sue if the parents had not 
been reasonably prudent in 
what they had done. 

“1 don’t know the an¬ 
swers.*’ said Belknap, “but I 
will try to determine that as 
we go along.” 


Belknap said he did not 
favor the drawing up of a 
children’s bill of rights in the 
province. 

“I know there is a large 
segment of the community 
that is interested in chil¬ 
dren's rights and they want 
these rif^ts somehow to be 
proclaimed and enshrined In 
legislation. 

“I have some reservwtions 
about that.” 

“We have a bill of rights in 
Canada and if it is properly- 
administered or interpreted 
and working it should also 
work for children. It doesn’t 
seem to work in the minds of 
anyone for children. 

“Perhaps rather than a bill 
of rights for children we 
should bring children into our 
community by giving them 
some status in law that gives 
them some special place in 
law ip relation to families and 
the community.” 

Belknap also felt that any 
status given children should 
be federally applied

Garden Notes 
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Tlie flickering habit of some fhnibt 
and trees, notably plums, roses and 
some varioiiea of lilacs, can bt very 
annoying to the home gardener. 

On grafted subjects In particular. If 
these growths sprouting from the roots 
below the grafts union are permitted to 
grow unchecked, that particular shrub 
or tree Is ruined. 

When sucker shoots appear from 
below ground level, the first impulse of 
the novice gardener is to cut them down 
to the ground This is about the worst 
possible treatment, for lust as vigorous 
new growth alwavs follows a drastic 
pruning job, so will the cut-down suck¬ 
ers push up with renewed vigor, making 
at least two robber shoots for every one 
cut down. 

1 don't know of any safe and easy 
way of handling this problem. The or¬ 
thodox treatment Is to dig down along¬ 
side a sucker until its point of origin on 
the root is exposed then either wrench 
it off with a twisting lerfc. or cut it off 
flush with the root, taking a small heel 
of wood from the root with it, and 
making a very smooth, clean cut. The 
danger here Is that wounding the root 
may stimulate more suckers. 

I favor the smooth cut against the 
twisting Jerk, taking, as I say, a thin 
sliver of wood from the root along with 
the sucker growth. 


I usually smear a thin dash of vase¬ 
line on the cut surface of the root In the 
fond hope of inhibiting future sucker 
growth from the particular spot, but this 
is something I reed in a boek gnd I've 
never been compietety satisfied in my 
own mind that this or any other treat¬ 
ment will really keep more suckers 
from sprouting. 

For several years now I have been 
experimenting cautiously with another 
method of controlling suckers — one 1 
dreamed up out of my own head. 

The technique consists simply of cut¬ 
ting the sucker down to ground level, 
then Immediately wetting the cut sur¬ 
face with a drop undiluted weedkiller, 
preferably one especially formulated 
for killing woody or shrubby plants. 
Klllex, Brush Killer and Poison Ivy 
Killer are all good. 

Results have been quite encourag¬ 
ing, for 1 have never had a sucker so 
treated regenerate and start growing 
again, although new suckers have ap¬ 
peared from elsewhere on the roots. 

1 hesitate to recommend this method 
for general use, though, for it is a risky 
business. The weedkiller must be ap¬ 
plied only to the sucker; if any gets 
spilled on the parent plant, you’ve had 
H. Which Is why I use an eye dropper in 
this operation. 


There is some danger, too, that when 
the chemical is absorbed into the tissuos 
of the sucker, it could be translocated In 
the sap to the parent root, affecting or 
even killing the tuckering tree or shrub. 

It ha8nY4iappened yet, but the possibil¬ 
ity is there, and I wouldn’t want to ti^it 
on any plant of exceptlooal value. 

Stickers aren’t always a dead IBS 
however, and in non-grafted speci manai 
they can provide a quick and easy 
to get more plants for furnishing otfiw 
parts of the garden or at gifts to friej^flQ 
and neighbours. 

A g^ example is the ra.spbe djBS 
Suckers springing up in the alleys 
tween the rows are usually hoed off, 
there is no reason why these should 
be dug up with a bit of root attacheiij 
^planted elsewhere to sUrt a new plai 
tfon 

Non-grafted lilacs and some vil 
nums are great producers of good si 
ers, and If you dig down, you will usui 
find that these have put out a few rt 
of there own. These can be cut free rn« 
the parent plant and tranaplanted. 

Another plant that comes tn 
variety from suckers is Pninus tril 
the flowering almond. I havt found 
oroos Slickers springing up as far ai 
inches away from the parent shrub, 
detached down, low. these rooted 
ers have all made good plants.

“Tliere la nothing to fear 
from the new technology,”

Griffiths, of course, was 
manfully facing up to the 
home video-tape recorder, 
which The Waff Streef Joui^ 
nii has warned "bears the 
seeds of radical change In the 
way people spend their lei¬ 
sure time.” 

There are supposed to be 
300,000 home vioeo-upe re¬ 
corders la the United States. 
By the end of the year the 
figure la expected to come 
close to a million. 

Another related estimate: 
By the age of 17 the atatlsti- 
oally average teen-ager has 
seen 15,000 hours of televi¬ 
sion. including about 18.000 
dramatized murders, not to 
mention 350,000 commer¬ 
cials. 

Now, thanks to the home 
video-tape recorder, he or 
she can see all the rest he or 
she managed to miss. Do we 
really need that?

To be surrounded by, to be 
plugged Into video, Is to be¬ 
come Fichte’s signal box, 
without even the illusion of a 
tranimitter.

On the other hand, the net¬ 
works are thinking that, In 
this first year ever of a no- 
growth rate In TV-watching, 
they now have a gadget to 
push up the GNV (Gross 
National Viewing) again.

And newr 
with this latest resource, qf 
can multiply the flow — ^ 
printing upon ourselves (QP 
pictures-of-pictures tn a 
of unlimited media-clone. 

When, in 1980 or 1981, aN 
the home video-tape record 
ers turn on at once sndj[ 
blackout ensues, we may b9 
for power as abjectly as a 
8-year-old, Interrupted on a 
cassette of Bugs Bunny. 

But for the moment the 
most charitable thing we can 
think of to say Is that this- 
technology-from-whlch-we- * 
have-nothing-to-fear has in¬ 
vented a machine designed 
specifically to save Rip Van 
Winkle. 

Now if he slept for 20 years 
he could return and watch all 
he missed on video tape, thus 
bringing himself up-t(^ate in 
another 20 years. The ques 
tion then becomes: Which 20 
years were really lost?

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Visiting some recent acoualntances 
in California, 1 waa ushered Into a home 
that might have stepped out of a maga 
zine for young modems. 

Everything In the house was tasteful; 
it reeked of taste. All the pieces blend¬ 
ed. Not a false note jarred the resolutely 
modem aif* In these handsome rooms. 
And yet, somehow, a sterile and de¬ 
pressing atmosphere seemed to hang 
over us. 

It Is an axiom of hlstorv that every 
new trend finally defeats Itself by for¬ 
getting Its original purpose. The idea of 
modem design waa to break away from 
the flat and ugly conventlonh of the past, 
in which every cluttered home looked 
pretty much like every other home 

The new decor waa supposed to ex 
press imagination and individuality. 
What soon happened, however, la that 


modem furniture became as conven¬ 
tional and collfctivlzed as the style It 
was rebelling against. 

Most (though not all) of the homes 
furnished In the modem mode are dead¬ 
ly In their sameness. You know exactly 
what you expect: the tulip-shaped chair, 
the long low tables, the suspended 
couches, the lamps with slniater elon¬ 
gated arms stretching In all directions. 

There Is a deadly uniformity in this 
kind of living that is fully as artificial aa 
the Victorian home filled with knick- 
knacks and meaningless duat-catchers. 

Even worse, the typical modern 
house has a kind of forbidding formal 
ity; It may be more functional than its 
predeceiaors, but It la often less livable, 
in termi of warmth and relaxation. 

This Is in no way an attack on mod¬ 
em design. A revolution was needed to 


clear away the debris of tasteless styles 
and cluttered areas. But revolutions 
both political and adsthetic — have a 
way of hardening into a cold tyranny, as 
bad as, or worse than, the systems they 
have overthrown. 

My own idea of a livable home Is one 
which ignores such verbal tags as tradi¬ 
tional and modem, and simply takes the 
be.Ht and most congenial pieces out of 
both worlds. Tha future b a part oHlid 
past, and we cannot wholly cut off our 
roots without shriveling our spiritual 
garden.5. 

The modems may deride period fur¬ 
niture, but ours b just as much a period 
as any other — and. perhaps, ultimate 
ly, just as laughable. In any period, 
there is no substitute for common sen.se, 
and for a quiet humor which refuses to 
lake its own peculiar standards too 
seriously.

WASHINGTON (CP>- 
Shah Mohammad Rera Pah- 
lavl of Iran la facing the moat 
serious chalitnge of his S7- 
>’ear reign as opposition to his 
authoritarian rule and West 
em-oriented policies erupted 
into violence and death dur¬ 
ing the weekend. 

The seriousness of the cri¬ 
sis is such that President 
Carter took time off from the 
Middle East summit to tele¬ 
phone a message of support 
to the shah to bolster the be¬ 
leaguered leader's position. 

Observers sumst the 
shah's future depends in

large part on the ability of the 
miliUry to maintain the mar¬ 
tial law he imposed last week 
on the capital, Tehran, and 11 
provincial cities. 

Sporadic incidents of vio¬ 
lence have been reported 
since Friday, when a dash 
between troops and anti-shah 
demonstrators in Tehran re¬ 
sulted in the death of at least 
97 persons and injuries tu 
hundreds of others. 

A new wave of violence. 


however, might strain the 
loyalty of the military load¬ 
ers, observers say, raising 
the possibility of a military 
takemr. 

So far, there are no signs 
that the military leaders, 
many of whom were educat¬ 
ed in the West, are switching 
from their support of the 
shah. 

As each day passes without 
a return to the street fighting 
of last Friday, his chances of 


weathering the crisis im¬ 
prove. 

The strength of the opposi¬ 
tion challenge indicates, how¬ 
ever, that the shah may have 
to make some major 
changes. 

During the last few years, 
his grandiose plans to use the 
country's oil wealth to raise 
Iran to a Western level of 
development have chal¬ 
lenged the entrenched beliefs 
of many Iranians and left un¬ 


fulfilled the expectations of 
others. 

The leadership of the anti 
shah force.s comes mainly 
Dorn the conservative Is¬ 
lamic mullahs who oppose 
the government's attempts to 
westernize Iran—not, as 
many North Americans be¬ 
lieve, from leftist students 

In fact, students are play¬ 
ing only a minor supportive 
role in the current crisis, 
sharing their opposition to 


thes shah with religious lead¬ 
ers. 

The mullahs, prayer lead¬ 
ers of the Shiite sect that is 
the faith ef 90 per cent of 
Iranians, see the shah's re¬ 
forms as contrary to the 
teachings of the Koran. These 
reforms include removing 
large tracts of land from the 
control of the clergy, giving 
women the vote, allowing 
women to attend university 
and permitting them to dis¬ 


card their traditional veils. 

The religious leaders also 
object to the massive influx 
of Westerners involved In de¬ 
veloping Iran's huge ail re¬ 
serves, an effort which pro¬ 
vided revenues of $29 billion 
last year. 

In an attempt to appease 
his religious and political op¬ 
ponents. the shah nam^ 
Sharif-Emani, a devout Mos¬ 
lem, as prime minister late 
last month. Sharif-Emani 


closed all the casinos and an 
nounced that ail legal parties 
could take part in the govern 
ment. 

The violence last week 
showed, however, that this 
was not enough to satisfy the 
shah's opponents. 

What worries (he United 
States Is the possibility that 
Iran may turn in on itself 4o 
solve its problems. While the 
U.SL views the situation as 
strictly an internal Iranian 
matter, the growth of nation¬ 
alism and anti-Western feel¬ 
ing is a source of concern in 
Washington

OTTAWA (CP>—It would 
be a mistakt for Canadians to 
rely solely on the govern¬ 
ment’s new charter ofhuman 
rlghu and freedoms to pro¬ 
tect their llbeities. a consti¬ 
tutional lawyer said Tues- 
day. 

Walter Tamopolsk^', who 
specialiiM in human rights 
law at Toronto's Osgood# 
Hall law school, told the Joint 
Senate-Commons committee 
studying the constitution that 
human rights provisions in 
tha govemmant's constitu¬ 
tional reform packaM would' 
have real Impact only If they 
were accompanied by vigor¬ 
ous antl-dltcrlmioation pro¬ 
grams at all levels of govern 
ment. 

A human rights charter 
sheuld be no substitute for the 
work of provincial ombuds¬ 
men In dealing with Indlvid- 
oai complaints about unfair 
treatment by the slate. Ta^ 
nopoisky said. 

He also called for the pro¬ 
motion of more affirmative- 
action programs for woman 
and othar disadvanuged 
groups, better efforts to give 
native people and racial min¬ 
orities a cbanct to catch up 
with the rest of the popula¬ 
tion. and unfailing govern¬ 
ment support of the Canadian 
Human Rights Commission 
and the 10 provincial human 
rights commissions. 

Tamopolsky told tha com- 
mittae the bast feature of the 
govomment'i plan to en¬ 
trench basic human rights in 
a naw constitution was that 
tha courts would probably see 
it as a sign that the govern¬ 
ment wished to give such 
rlghu stronger legal hack¬ 
but he was critical of the 
wording of the charter, warn¬ 
ing that it would contain a 
number of dlsturbini weak¬ 
nesses If enacted unchanged. 

His major complaint was 
that tha propoaed human

The Vancouver average 
food basket price declined 13 
per cent during the four-week 
period ended Aug. 33, the 
British Columbia agriculture 
ministry reports. 

In Us monthly Food Mar¬ 
kets report. the ministry said 
Tuesday that there was s 
large decline in the fresh 
vegetsbic component which 
ofAet small increases in (he 
other components. 

The report said the latest 
price was 12.07 per cent 
higher than one year aao, but 
only lO.tH per cent higher 
than two years ago. 

It said the fresh vegeuble 
tomponent declined 11.4 per 
cent from the previous four 
weeks. Largest drop was 45 
per cent for potatoes. 

'•Increasing supplies of 
B.C. potatoes and heavy 
competition from Washing¬ 
ton ouring the first two weeks 
of August depre s sed prices 
dramaUcaily,' the report 
said. 

. Tomato prices dropped M 
lo 19 cents a pound because of 
increased auppUet from cen¬ 
tral CaHfomia, and reuil tur¬ 
nip prices dropped four to 19 


cents a pound, following s 
producer price reduction. 

The report said' extra 
heavy supplies of field cu¬ 
cumbers from the Fraser 
Valley and B.C. Interior 
lowei^ retail cucumber 
prices 15 to 20 per cent.

Home from mount, 
girls safe and sound

NORTH VANCOt'VKR <CP)- Amid (eir» 
of Joy and shouts of encouragement, four 
girls lost on Mount Seymour since Sunday 
were reunited with their fimllles Tuesday. 

The girls were tired, wet and cold but 
happy and uninjured. They had become lost 
In fog near a lake. They decided to stay near 
the lake confident that searchers would find 
them 

Searchers in two heilcopters combing the 
mountainside spotted the girls after the 
helicopters were led to footprints Marchers 
found Monday night. 

The four are Barbara McGarry, 80, her 
sister Sheila. 18 of North Vancouver, and 
Joanne Grout. 10 and her sister Lorraine. 18 
of Vancouver. 

The glrli built a lean-to out of fallen cedar 
branchea. They said they were optimis¬ 
tic of being found but their hopes received a 
blow Monday night when a March hell 
copter flew over without spotting them 

"We kept healing It and It kept coming 


closer and closer and it flew right over us 
and 1 thought that was It." said Barb 
McGarry. 

.Shelia McGarry was carried piggy back by 
her father from the heilcoptor when it 
landed at Mount Seymour lodge 

When asked how she fell, shi* sighed and 
said, "a lot better .. 

The girls were driven to hospital for ob 
servation but appeared uninjured. 

Searchers said they were in good condition 
considering their ordeal on the rugged moun 
tain. 

The only injury in the two-day search 
occurred when one of the searchers fell 
down a cliff on the face of the mountain. He 
suffered a sprained knee and his track 
Ing dog pulled acme muscles. 

The McGarry girls’ father said they kept 
their heads and tried to reach an open par^f 
the mountain where they could be seen from 
the air.

Ward-vote bid loses 


NANAIMO^ Nanaimo city 
council does not want to know 
what the electorate thinks 
about the ward system. 

Aldermen Monday night 
defeated the idea of going to 
referendum in the November 
elections to ask x’oter opinion 
of the ward system. 

The city, which has had a 
ward system since amalga¬ 
mation In 1975. asked a simi¬ 
lar question of the voters in 
September of 1976, but only 14 
per cent of the voters turned 
out to give their opinion.

Proponents of the,ward 
system Monday night quickly 
found themselves in a debate 
on the merits of the system, 
instead of a discussion on the 
reasons for going to referen¬ 
dum. 


Aid. Nelson Allen said that 
he believed the vote had been 
held already, and in spite of 
the low turnout of voters, the 
council should stick with It.

Aid. Nelson Allen Monday 
night presented council with 
a proposed conflict-of-inter¬ 
est policy, which he said was 
bas^ on proposals by the 
Union of B.C. Municipalities 
The policy was presented 
as a, notice ^f motion to be 
discussed at the Sept. 23 
council meeting. 

Council members, under 
the proposed policy, would be 
required to make a verbal 
declaration of any financial 
or special Interest (hey have 
In a matter to be discussed. 

After the declaration, the 
council would rule on wheth¬ 
er the council member should 
take part In discussion on the 
matter. 

The policy also defines the 
types of Interests which 
would be included In the 
scope of the policy, and how 
the policy would apply to city 
itaff. 

The motion was receh’ed 
with little discussion Monday 
night. 

In dther business, the^oun 
cil dealt with three matters 
concerning city staff. 

The council appros’ed the 
hiHng of W.K. Smith of Ste 
venson Kellogg to aearch for 
a replacement for city ad¬ 
ministrator Ted Chace. whu 
is retiring in October. 

That step was taken over 
the protests of Allen, who 
wanted the city to open the 
search job to bids from con¬ 
sulting firms. 

But other aldermen felt 
(hat Smith's familiarity with 
the-city, through amalgama¬ 
tion and administrative 
structure reports, would be 
valuable in the search for 
Chuce's replacement 
Aldermen found them 
selves going in circles in the 
discussion on whether to hire 
a planner or development 
officer to replace Joe Elkin. 
who.se job was half of each 
duty. 

It was finally decided that 
aiaff should draw up terms of 
reference for hiring both a 
planner-and a development 
officer, but that council 
should be consulted once 
more before the two Jobs 
were filled. 

Alien protested the chang 
Ing of a job title, but was 
overruled. 

He said that he was not 
present when council-in-com- 
miltee decided to go along 
with the change from co-or¬ 
dinator, long-range pro¬ 
grams, to administrativo as¬ 
sistant-research. 

A change will be made in 
the Jurisdiction of the build¬ 
ing inspection department of 
the city.

Lucky escape for pair 

Helicopter crash 
was hair-raising 


CAMPBELL RIVER - A 
helicopter pilot and passen¬ 
ger suffered only minor in¬ 
juries when their chopper 
dropped 100 feet to the ground 
while on a cone-snipping op¬ 
eration for B.C. Forest Prod¬ 
ucts at Knight Inlet on the 
mainland recently. 

The pilot, Peter Bamatt. 
Okanagan Helicopter man¬ 
ager at Port McNeill, was 
manoeuvring his craft among 
the treetops where the uni¬ 
dentified company employee 
was snipping off cones for 
.seeding purposes when the 
accident occurred. 

As he had done repeatedly 
before. Bamatt removed the 
right door of the copter, fas¬ 
tened the passenger in the., 
rear seat and heaaed for the 
highest trees where he turned 
the craft on ita side while the 
forest worker leaned out and 
snipped the cones from the 
trees and threw them into the 
aircraft. 


After going up for the 12th 
time that day, Bamatt said, 
he suddenly felt the aircraft 
tip over as they got to the 
treetop. 

“I don't know what caused 
the craft to tip.*' he said, “but 
it started to go to the ground 
quickly. I worked the control 
to try to correct the direction 
of the helicopter, but within a 
few seconds it hit the trees 
and then fell to the ground.** 

Within minutes another 
Okanagan helicopter wai on 
the icene to take pilot and 
passenger to Campbell River 
Hospital where officials say 
Bamatt was in fine condition 
but was to be be bedridden 
for a few days. The passenger 
suffered only a bruised knee.

Costa Rica accused Nicara¬ 
gua on Tuesday of violating 
its national territory and 
called for the urgent applies 
tion of Organization of 
American States peacekeep¬ 
ing mechanisms. 

Costa Rican ambassador 
Jose Rafael Echeverria 
made the charge at an OAS 
permanent council meeting 
in Washington shortly after 
Nicaraguan aircraft were re¬ 
ported to have engaged in 
hostile action In Costa Rican 


territory’. Some reports said 
the attacks left dozens of 
dead and wounded. 

Nicaraguan ambassador 
Guillermo Bevilla Sacasa 
said any border tossing by 
Nicaraguan aircraft wa.s a 
"purely involuntary act” 
But he criticized Costa Rica 
for allegedly giving refuge to 
leftist guerrillas from Nica 
ragua and then not prevent 
c ing them making cross-bor¬ 
der raids. 

The OAS meeting had been 
cimveoed for a vote on a Ven¬ 


ezuelan proposal to call a 
meeting of OAS foreign min¬ 
isters to mediate the politi¬ 
cal crisis in Nicaragua.

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Unexpected views show up in school discipline survey

While psrenU of children In Independent schooU are 
more pleased with the discipline in their schools than are 
public school parents, independent school teachers are 
less concerned about discipline than their public school 
conterparts. the first part of a three-year study on the 
"Consequences of Funding Independent Schools*' has 
found. 

THE FIRST SCRVEY, taken last spring, used question 
naires given to students, teachers and parents in both public 
and independent schools to gain information on school 
altitudes before the provincial financing of IMO per stu 
dent in the independent schools could affect them 

Problems In completing the survey before the end of the 
K hool year and in consulting beforehand with educators 
and parems on the purpose of the questionnaires, affected 


the sursey •serlouily” but not “fatally,** the authors of 
the first report, released Monday by the Educational 
Research Institute of B.C., said. 

Nevertheless. 10.1 per cent of the parenu polled re 
turned the questionnaires, with about one-quarter of the par 
ents including written comments at the end of the queN- 
tionnaire. the researchers said. 

C'ONCERN WITH student discipline was a recurrent 
theme, they noted. 

Their survey seemed to bear out the common belief 
that discipline i.s stricter in Independent schools, al 
though there was “a surprising twist” to the data. 

One-fifth of public school teachers identified discipline 
as a “definitely serious’* or "somewhat serious'* prob 
lem. while only 2.8 per cent of independent school teachers 
thought that way. 

In response to the remark that “student discipline is 


belter in this school than in most other schools.** 91.7 per 
cent of independent school parents but only 47.5 per cent 
of public school parents agreed. 

THE TWIST CAME in an Hem in the parenu* and 
teachers' questionnaires which asked them to indicate 
w hether they preferred a “strict school where students were 
lightly disciplined** or “a free school’ where students 
could act naturally.** 

Contrar>' to the expectations of the study desi^ers. 
independent school teachers and parents showed less 
agreement on this point than those in public schools. In 
public schools. 61.8 per cent of the parenu. and 51.9 pvr 
(*ent of the educators leaned toward the strict school pref 
erence. In independent achools. 70.8 per cent of the 
parenu but only 39.3 per cent of the teachers and principals 
leaned toward that model. 

The study also determined thaegovernment aid to inde 


pendent schools was viewed as a “good thing” by 95 per 
cent of the parenU, and 90 per cent of the teachers in Inde¬ 
pendent schools, and by 58 per cent of the parents and 40 
per cent of the Uachers in public schools. 

THE NEXT STAGE of the study will be 'the movers 
survey,** to be conducted this fall. Restricted to Inters lews 
with parenu who have given permission. It will examine the 
factors which Influenced parents who this fall transferred 
the students from independent to public schools or vice 
versa: who placed children in Grade 1 and Grade 8 of both 
school systems; and who were unsuccessful in placing 
their children in the public or independent school of their 
choice this fall. 

The purpose of the second survey will be to "determine 
why and how parents make choices among schools par¬ 
ticularly in view of the aid given to independent .schools.'*

Ashton said the task force, 
struck by Curtis, recom¬ 
mended investigating the In¬ 
troduction of a shuttle ser¬ 
vice with an accompanying 
baggige loading system. 

^rtis did repeat during an 
interview a point that had 
been made at the time of the 
merger announcement—that 
the new company (Pacific 
Coach Lints) would work 
cloatly with B.C. Ferries to 
establish what could be done 
in the way of cost-cutting. 

Ashton fools the shuttle 
sersice Is probably In the 
cards for the future, althou^ 
he thinks U would have to be 
some time after Dec. 31. He 
doesn't think a system could 
be set up by then. 

“Really, all they are going 
to do with a system like 
that la drive people back to 
their cart.** he said. “It will 
simply have more people try¬ 
ing to board the ferries by 
car. 

“If thev do this they are 
going to (lecrease the attrac¬ 
tiveness of the service.** 

He said this would be be¬ 
cause of the Inconvenience 
of the long walk, particularly 
for older people. Passengers 
have long been accustomed 
to being driven onto the ferry 
by bus ahead of the cart, and 
leaving at the other end— 
again ahead of the cars. 

Ashton conceded that a 
shuttle service would save 
considerable money, not only 
in the elimination of vehicle 


boarding fees but in fewer 
hours of work for drivers. 

The union hat already ex¬ 
pressed concern about tba 147 
job displacements the merg¬ 
er Is eventually going to spell 
out. Curtis has said all bat a 
relative few of those affected 
will be placed In other B.C. 
Hydro positions. But the 
union isn't taking anything 
for granted. 

“We don't know what to 
expect until the time comes,** 
Ashton said. 

Both Curtis and Ashton 
voiced puizlement over an¬ 
other report that a “Nanaimo 
company'* would be taking 
over the newty-merged bus 
sen’ice. 

“That’s a wildly specula¬ 
tive report,** Curtis said. **I 
don’t know of a bus company 
in Nanaimo. There may be 
one, but I don’t know of it.** 

He said the lour tine opera¬ 
tions would be dispos^ of 
in the proper way after pro¬ 
posals had been recelvod 
from any groups that are In¬ 
terested-public groups, the 
private sector, or groups of 
employees.

.\fter months of controversy over muni 
c ipal support for Victoria Rape Relief, the 
Greater Victoria Intarrounlcipal Committee 
recommended Tuesday that the organiza¬ 
tion be given a $2,500 grant. 

“Twenty-five hundred dollars is better 
than nothing." Trudi Brown, a member of 
the organization’! board of directors, said 
after the meeting. 

Oak Bay Aid. Shirley Dowell said she had 
hoped the committee would recommend a 
larger grant, but Saanich Aid. Ian Cass 
replied that Rape Relief was already "get¬ 
ting blood out or a stone." 

Saanich Mayor Mel Couveller. who trig 
gered controversy over the grant appli 
calloo several months ago by criticizing the 
attire of one of the staff members.*voiced no 
objection at Tuesday’s meeting 
Rape Relief had asked for $14,887 to hire 
an a^ttlonal staff member and offset this 
fiscal ytar’a anticipated deficit 


But Victoria Mayor Michael Young said 
he couldn’t support municipal participa¬ 
tion in the hiring of a person employed In 
what should basically be the responsibility 
of the higher levels of government. 

He added, however, that he didn’t mind 
munlclpel aaaiitance in the organization's 
operating expenses. 

Rape Relief now has two and a half full¬ 
time staff members. The organization coun¬ 
sels vicUmi of rape and Indecent assault, 
and operates numerous programs aimed at 
understanding and prevention of rape. 

Until recently. Rape Relief wouldn't pro 
vide any information to police but now the 
details of case histories are turned over to 
police, but the victim's consent is first ob¬ 
tained and her name withheld. 

Before Rape Relief gels its $2,500. the 
grant must be approved by the seven muni¬ 
cipal councils belonging to the intermunici 
pal committee.

John Mika. .Ganich's public 
works committee approved 
Tuesday the axing of a 36- 
inch-diameter garry oak for 
the widening of (Juadra 
Street between Union Road 
and McKenzie Avenue.
